The number of suicides in 
England and Wales is rising,

The fall in the suicide rate 
of one third during the 1960s 
and early 1970s has been re- 
versed, the report says.

.Strudies in Oxford and Edin- 
burgh, however, suggest that 
admissions for nonfatal drug 
overdoses fell in 1978 and 1979 
by 16 per cent atid 12 per cent 
respectively ; such a trend has 
sill ‘to be confirmed . at 
national level.

India. 

Cinema is the masc important 
mass medium in India. Telcvi- 
sion is only available in rhe 
major cities and artlracts, at 
most. just 20 per centr of the 
popuiatian. The (ilm industry, 
mainly based in Bombay and 
Aladras, is one of the largest 
industries in the developing 
world and, according to the 
Indian governmcnr, employs 
abour a million peopJe. 

Indian cinema screcns are 
dominated by an aggressive and 
repetitive film formula, rather 
like variery shows in the carly 
days of ITV. There must be 
a strong dramatic theme, a song 
and dance sequence. colourful 
backdrops, extravagant acting, 
exûting music and swashbuck. 
ling violence. There jis plenty 
of sex, but no bare flesh. Even 
kissing is taboo. 

Few cinemas show _ forcign 
films. There is no Gate, no 
Electric. no NFT, no Rit?y. One. 
rare chance to <ce international 
cinema is at the film festival 
and there are not ennugh seats 
tû go round. This rarified 
climate has an effect on Indian 
film makers. They must cater 
for an audience which is oniy 
used to watching Jnng, noisy 
films. An Indian dirzctor af 
quality films must eizher adapt 
the formula to his own ends or 
work for a small audience. 

Film directars may also be 
handicapped hy their ignorance 
af foreign films. Apart from 
those who have worked abroad 
or the few lucky students at the 
film school at Pune. the film 
maker must start from scratch 
and make his own mistakes. 


Without access to foreign ms, 
they musr base their wnrk u 
the popular epics and the film.

Elected in May 1977 as the first 
mon-Labour goverment in
